ASHINGTON, Jan. 14.——Eduardo 
W lturbide, once member of the 

Mexican Senate and later com- 
mander of the Federal district, re- 
vealed here tonight the story of his 
sensational escape from death in Mex- 
feo, the circumstances of which for 
a time threatened to cause a serious 
breach between Gen. Gutierrez and 
Gens. Villa and Palafox. He said he 
rode nearly 600 miles through deserts 
and over mountains to the American 
border, after leaving a train south of 
Chihuahua to avoid arrest. 
The United States government took 
an active part in negotiations for 
Iturbide's safety in appreciation of his 
efforts on behalf of Americans and 
other foreigners during the turbulent 
days in the Mexican capital following 
the abdication of Huerta. The efforts 
of American Consul Silliman and 
Leon J. Canova, special agent of the 
State Department, in his behalf 
aroused the anger of Gen. Villa and 
the Zapata chiefs. 

Although Iturbide has been in the 
United States for a week he with- 
held the details of his adventures un- 
til he learned tonight that his wife 
and sister-in-law also were safe across 
the American border. 

GRANDSON OF EMPEROR. 

The exile, who is a great grandson 
of Agustin Iturbide, who proclaimed 
himself Emperor of Mexico in 1821 
and subsequently was executed, is 
about 36 years old, an athiete, a crack 
revolver shot and polo player. He 
was a favorite with members of the 
foreign colony in Mexico City and 
had many opportunities to leave along 
with other Federal officers. Remain- 
ing as head of the district government, 
however, even after the departure of 
Carbajal, Huerta’s successor, he trans- 
ferred the executive power in person 
to Gen. Carranza. Later he was 
paroled by Carranza, with the under- 
standing that he would be tried at 
some future date by the courts.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The following statement was issued to- 
night at Red Cross headquarters: : 

“The press dispatches indicate that another dreadful calamity 
has visited Italy, occasioned by an earthquake which is reported to 
have destroyed many thousands of lives and to have devastated a large 
city. The number rendered homeless by the Messina earthquake in 
1908 was upward of 60,000, and the American public responded in 
relief by raising through the American Red Cross the munificent sum 
of approximately $1,000,000 to assist those stricken people. y 

“Now, there is another opportunity for the charitable people of 
the United States whose population includes many hundreds of thous. 
ands of Italians, to help in providing relief for those rendered homeless 
and destitute by this latest catastrophe at Avezzano, Caserta and other 
places in the earthquake region. 

“The American Red Cross will be glad to forward funds to the 
Italian Red Cross for those needing aid in the distressed territory.”

Those 
who escaped the destruction caused 
by the earthquake went heroically to 
work to rescue those penned under 
the fallen walls. 

Nearly all of the civic officers of 
Avezzano, including the Mayor, the 
under-prefect, the Judges, the com- 
mander of the carabineers, parish 
priests; monks and nuns perished. The 
college, with more than a hundred 
girl students, collapsed. The governor 
of prisons, jailers and the doctors and 
patients in the hcepitals were carried 
down in the wreckage. 

The only notable person who sur- 
vived was the head of the police, 
Signor Ottavi, who, though wounded, 
has labored to give succor to the in- 
jured. 

Desperate appeals for help are 
heard on all sides frcm under the 
wrecked buildings. Ottavi and a few 
hundred survivors lacked implements 
with which to effect a general rescue, 
but abo fifty persons, all of them 
wounded, were taken out with great 
difficulty. They lay without shelter 
and without their wounds being 
dressed, owing to a lack of medical 
supplies. Later dcctors arrived and

PASSENGER'S EXPERIENCE. 

The experiences of a passenger on 
& train which was thrown from the 
track by the earthquake are related 
fn a dispatch from Rome to the Cen- 
tral News. 

“Our train was near Lake Fucino 
When the earthquake occurred,” he 
eald. was one shock of great 
Violence, followed by three 
The train was thrown off the rails and 
many of the passengers were injured.

Thus far 200 bodies and if? in- 
jured persons have been taken out 
of the ruins at Avezzano. 

Several earthquakes cccurred dur- 
ing the fore pert of the day. They 
caused the collapse of some build- 
ings already severely damaged, re- 
sulting in the injury of a number of 
persons engaged in rescue work in 
various towns. These shocks were not 
violent, but they increased the alarm 
of the pecple and made more difficult 
the work of rescue.

TEN PER CENT. SURVIVE 


IN TOWN 


OF AVEZZANO.

OME, Jan. 14 (via London.)—The 
destruction of the town of Avez- 
sano, a community of some 12,000 
people in Abruzzo province, by the 
earthquake yesterday is virtually com- 
plete. There is good authority for the

The towns of Samtelino, Paterno, 
Cenchio, Collarmele, Pescina and San 
Benedelta also are in a large measure 
destroyed. 

At Sora, in the province of Compan- 
fa, a town of over 6000 population, the 
victims are estimated at 400. Two- 


thirds of the houses in the town have 
been razed, while many of the others 


are damaged beyond repair. The Rossi 
Palace is ruined. Twenty workmen 
are buried in the wreckage. . 
Reports reaching Rome today of 
the casualties counted last night set 
forth that at Sassa five persons were 
killed and forty injured. At Popoli 
two persons were killed. At Antrosano 
there are seven dead and thirty in- 
jJured, while at Cocullo there are nine 
dead.

PULLIAM’S WARNING. 

Pulliam further testified that he 
had warned Assistant Secretary of 
State Osborne in July, 1913, “under 
no circumstances to have anything to 
dco with the Banco Nacional crowd,” 
and had explained the character of 
the institution to him, and that it 
was seeking to exploit Dominican 
finances. He said he had set forth tn 
detail the activities of the institution 
in a letter to Gen. Frank Melintyre, 
head of the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
in the War Department. 
“T was surprised and incensed,” he 
said, “that such a coterie got to Bry- 
an’s ear. I was sorry to see the re- 
cetvership of customs made the sub- 
ject of political exploitation. I re- 
called the instructions which Secre- 


tary Root gave me when he said that 


those funds should be administered 
as a sacred trust. For eight vears the 
receivership had been operated with- 
out any trouble and the difficulties 
that later arose were unquestionably 
caused by Sullivan's transferring the 
funds to the Banco Nacional. That 
was what they wanted. They had no 
funds. They wanted to establish credit 
for themselves. Why, nobody would 
accept their notes of issue except as 
hand bille on the street. That bank 
was a joke.” 

Pulliam eald he had no doubt that 
the Jarvis interests were responsible 
for his removal. It developed, accord- 
ine to the testimony. that the cus- 
tomes funds were eventually trans- 
ferred to the Michelena Bank. the 
original depositary. an  inetitution 
supposed to represent the National 
City Bank of New York, and in this 
connection Pulllam said that on July 
14 last. in company with Senator 
Chambertain cf Oregon, he saw Sec- 
retary Bryan in Washington. 
BRYAN'S VIEWS.

I was 
instructed to pay hie salary, but I re- 
fused, because it would have been il- 
legal under the terms of our conven- 
tion with the republic. Johnston is 
supposed to be a scrt of comptroller, 
a new office picked out of the skies.” 

MANN’'S REMOVAL 

John L. Mann, former director of 
public works of the Dominican re- 
public, testified that he had been re- 
moved from office by the Dominican 
government at the behest of James M. 
Sullivan, American Minister, tn the 
interests, he believed, of the Banco 
Nacional of Santo Domingo, controlled 
by the Samuel M. Harvis interests of 
New York. 

Mann corroborated tn many respects 
the charges made by Walker W. Vick. 

The witness testified that on the 
day the Banco Nacional was reported 
to be insolvent Sullivan and Mitchell 
had called on the Minister of Finance. 
This, he said, he had been told the 
next day by the Minister’s secretary, 
who had informed him that Mitchel! 
and Sullivan had said that Mann had 
$50,000 in funds_of the department of 
public works, which 
transferred to the Banco Nacional. 
Incidentally, Mann said, he had no 
such sum, but the next day he re- 
cetved an unsigned letter written in 
Spanish, instructing him to deposit the 
funds in the bank. 

“I heard that the Banco Nacional 
paid $5000 to Deoca for breaking my 
contract,” he said. “By order of Deoca 
the funds of the department of public 
works were placed in the bank. 

“I was told by Deoca,” said the 
witness, “that Minister Sullivan had 
come to him arid had said that it was

After a heated campaign, in which 
Blease defeated the prohibition ele- 
ment’s candidate in the Democratic 
primaries, he was inaugurated as Gov- 
ernor in January, 1911. His inaugural 
address contained scathing denuncia- 
tion of some of the new Governor's 
enemies. Shortly after he assumed 
office he began extending clemency to 
convicts {fu the State penitentiary, de- 
claring that a privately-conducted in- 
stitution at the prison was a “tuber- 
culosis breeder.”

INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 


Irwin J. Mama and Frank EB. Me- 


Mullen, who composed the Legislative 
Committee of the Los Angeles Life 
Underwriters’ Associations, left last 
night for Sacramento, where they will 
meet the Legislative Committee of the 
San Francisco Underwri Associa- 
tion and Insurance Commissioner 
Phelps. 

A conference will be held tn Sacra- 
mento relative to the passage of cer- 
tain insurance legislation which will 
approved by the insurance com- 
missioner. Senator Benedict of Los 
Angeles has been appointed chairman 
of the Senate Insurance Committee 
and he will introduce the bills in the 
Senate. Some of these bills were orig- 
inally introduced in the Assembly 
eight years ago by Lieut.-Gov. Eshle- 
man, when he was a member of the 
lower house. 

The legislation which the under- 
writers in California are anxious to 
have on the statute books is similar 
to the laws in Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, New York, New Hampshire and 
various other States. The titles of the 
bills to be introduced are: 

“An act concerning insurance com- 
panies and their agents and other per- 
sons, firms and corporations, prohibit- 
ing misrepresentation and twisting.” 

“An act licensing insurance agents; 
section 1, lcenses, issuance and revo- 
cation of; section 2, transaction of 
business by unlicensed persons, pen- 
alty.”’ 

“An act preventing the embezzile- 
ment of insurance funds bv agents 
and brokers and the repeal of part of 
section 421 of the Civil Code relating 
to the registration of policies of life 
insurance companies.
